"Monkey Trial’ Recalled

DAYTON. Term (U P I) - 
Fifty 
summers 
ago, 
thousands 
of 
people 
thronged the treeshaded 
courthouse green to laugh at 
trained chimpanzees, hear 
sidewalk sermons, drink 
‘monkey soda’’ and soak up 
the silver-tongued oratory of 
William Jennings Bryan and 
( ’larence Harrow. 
The issue was the creation 
of man and the arguments 
were Darwin’s 
theory 
of 
evolution versus the Genesis 
account of creation in the 
Bible 
What began 
publicity 
stunt 
to 
put 'iWs slel^liy 
farming town on the map 
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ended as one of the world's 
most famous court trials. 
It started one lazy July 
evening in 1925 in Robinson’s 
Drug Store. A group of men 
were discussing

“ Monkey Law’’ passed by

Tennessee

and decided to try for a court 
test case in Dayton 
John Thomas Scopes, a 
young science teacher and 
coach, agreed to challenge

The textbook Scopes used 
was in direct conflict with 
the new 
legislative 
act 
“ making it unlawful for any 
teacher in any school sup­ 
ported in whole or part by 
the state to teach any theory 
that denies the story of the 
Divine creation of man as 
taught in the Bible.” 
The law, termed a “ damn 
fool bill” by then Gov. Austin 
Peay. finally was repealed in 
1967.

down and gently pat the paper over the top Then lift the paper up 
bv the edges The foam sticks to the waxed paper lf any remains 
dab those spots with a small piece of the waxed paper and your 
jam is ready to pour into the jars foam tree 
After a party someone blew out my red candles and wax blew 
on to my rough plastered walls I called everyone I thought would 
know, looked in books and exhausted every source I could think ut 
but no one could tell me how to remove wax from rough plaster 
Finally an elderly German friend told me to add one-fourth cup 
kerosene and one-fourth cup vinegar to a quail of warm water 
and brush this on with a stiff hand brush I used an old vegetable 
brush and every speck came off. 
I clean my varnished doors with a piece of brown paper bag

FATHER , FORGIVE 


Here we see the prodigal son returning home. 
Even though he 


had spent his inheritance in riotous living his father was willing, 


even anxious, to forgive him. 
He had a feast prepared to 


welcome him home. 


W e find this story in Luke, Chapter 15. 
It illustrates the nature 


of Christian forgiveness. 
Just as the father forgave the prodigal 


so our Heavenly Father forgives even the most sinful among us.

(UPI) — The job of the 
cutting 
torch

and renowned m ercy ship 
HOPE. 
Only the keel and the lower 
hull plating remain to be 
broken into chunks 
and 
shipped aw ay as scrap to a 
steel m ill in M onterrey, 
Mexico. 
In her heyday, the HOPE 
sailed the oceans 
of 
the 
world 
carrying 
m edicines 
and com fort to 3 million sick 
and 
d esp a irin g 
poor, 
a 
symbol of a helping hand 
reaching out from the United 
S tates 
to le ss 
fortun ate 
countries. 
For those w itnessing the 
final 
d ism a n tlin g , 
p ar­ 
ticularly if they rem em ber 
the HOPE 
in 
her 
glory, 
sentiment for the ship lives 
on. 
Carlos Gonzalez, 38, saw 
the benefits of the hospital 
ship s free treatment to the 
sick in Central America a 
decade ago. A Mexican from 
M onterrey. 
G onzalez 
is 
em ployed 
in the Port of 
B row nsville 
to 
cut

vessels into scrap m etal. 
“ I alm ost threw down my 
cutting torches when they 
brought in the HOPE.
